Mr. Hay Would Increase Time
of Military Service—Has

Economy Bills.

There Is much Interest locally In the
bl Introduced In Congress by Repre-
sentatlve James Hdy, of this *State,
who I8 now chalrmnn of the Cominit-
te on Milltary Affules, providing that
énlistment In the regular army shull
nercufter bo for Lhe term of five yours,
Insiead of for three years. The foaling
lg thut this Is an introduction to shmilar
actlon later governing  ithe organized
mdlitin.

Mr. Hay, now the gullding spirit of
the country on army leglslntion, has a
serlss of bllls embodying his ldeas on
the subject. Home of these have Lhe
bearty commendition of the War Do-
portment; others have not. His gen-
eral program ts one of aconomy, and
the measures nlready introduced, for
which he i8 sponsor, will, It 13 estimateq,
result In o saving to  the natlon of
$7,000,000 a ycar

In the matter of lengthening the
term of onllstmont in the anrmy, there
would be an estimated saving of $3,000,-
000, This would come by reuson of the
reduction of varlous allowunces made
at the time Lhe three-year term explres
Travel allowances, travel piy, re-aniist-
ment bonus and contlnuous servike pay
would all be decrenscd, beecnusc thoy
would bo awarded less often,

Want Shorter Ucrms.

Milltary Journals are lnc]lqml Lo op-
pose Mr. Hny's plon, They say the
tendoncy In the great armles of Eu-
rope s to ghorten the term of enlist-
ment. Rdeently this has been done In
Germany and In France.  Some experis
went tho term shortenesd to one yenr,
They oven go 8o for a4 to prohlbit re-
enliatment, save by non-commissioncd
officern and  apeclalists. Of course,
thelr reason for this positlon s to grad-
ually bring the country to the peint
whure every able-bodled man shall have
at least ono year's millitary tralning.

Ono army publicatlon gives o coae In
polnt. Nopoleon, thinking {o break the
power of FPrussia aftor the battle of
Jeps, prohiblted an army of larger
than 40,000 men. Thereupon one-year
enlistments wera provided, with thoe re-
sult that within a few yeurs eyvery-
body was more or less trafned,

wquld ask & continunnce,

Hpeelnl Accountant Crenshaw, Dep-

uty  Hulce, who Is now aerving

ad interim Collector; Delln-
Tax  Collector Walford and
will  be called to  testify,
and beoks of the office will be produced,
inecluding the orlginal tax bills, which
were retolned os evidence by directlon
of the Mayor, when friends of Captaln
Cunninghaom made good the shortuge.

Pending the outcome of the trini, the
canvass for the positlon to be made
vacant In the svent of the removal ol
Captaln Cunningham (s Dot ap brisk.
James B. Wood, superintendent of the
penitentlary, who last waek clalmed to
have the eloctlon secured, has not de-
termined whether he will withdraw or
not. The evident determination nt tho
Councll to place the office on n salary
basis, and the fact that the appolntee
at thls time would have to go before
the people next November, have sonie-
what dampened the ardor of Mr. Wood's
supporters, leaving the Incumbent, First
Deputy Hulce, as the most prominent
man in the fleld.

Maoyor Favors Offce,

Mayor Rlehardson sald yesterday that
he favored the continuation of the of-
fice of Collector, rather than Its mer-
ger with the office of City Treasurer,
as proposed, He nlso aald that he pre-
ferred a commisslon, somewhat reduced
from the present scale, rather than a
Nxed salary, as an Incentlve to an ac-
tive Collector, Members of the Coun-
cll who have urged the Councll to placs
the office on a salary basls say that
the Mayor Is misinformed as to the
duties of the position, the Colleclor
belng A mere recelver of taxes al best.
having no more responsible positlon
and no more arduous dutles than the
recelving toller of a banl. On the
other hand, the Collector of Delinquent
Taxes has to hunt up delinquents, nmany
of them small tox-payvers, and It 1s of
great volue, nccording to these Coun-
cllmen, that he be glven n speclal in-
centlve to collect | as closely as pos-
slble,

Tha whaole qguestion of the fes sys-
tem will be before the Councll Commit:
tee on Ordinance, Charter and Reform
ta-nlght, when
the =cale of commlssions to the Com-
missloner of the Rovenue will be under
conslderation.

Hns Dest OMee in Clty,

While It Is admitted that Mr. Haw-
kins has probably the maost profitablo
office In the City Hall, yat his friends
point out that, unllke that of the Col-
leclor, It I8 a positlon that demands
abllity, judgment and buslness sen
and one in which negligence and in-
competence might cost the city Immense
sums In fallure to make propor nssess-
ments. In this offlce also, it Is argued,
there Is o certaln value In glving the
Incumbent an ineentive In Increasing
the assessmenl by glving hiin a com-
mission, In lleu of n salary,

Mr. Hawkins's triends nlso polnt out
that, unlike the Collector, who recelives
a commlsslon on dnlly collecllons, the
Commissioner of the Revenue mukes n
certain yearly uassessmont, and that |t
would be difficult, If not unfair, to
mike a cut In his seala of commissions
while the annual assessment was In
progrees, As far back as 1887, former
City ' Attorney  Charles V. Meredlth
gave a written opinion covering thea
subject, In which he held that the
Councll might reduce the commissions
of the Collector and Commlssioner of
the Revenue durlng their terms of of-
fliee, but that, as the Commisgaloner ls
pild A certnin annual eommission ror
eertain work, hegun as sonn as possihle
after the first of Fehruary of each
year, that the commissian conld nol he
reduced save at the beginning of the
flseal year. The eommission of the City
Collaetor, Mr. Mevedith sald, could be
roduced at any | time.
